The Los Angeles Office advised the proposed form 
had been discussed with stenographers and agents working 
on security type reports and it was the concensus that the 
form would save stenographic time, insure completely uniform 
administrative pages and eliminate the necessity of dictating 
the headings , 

The Cleveland Division was* of the opinion the suggested 
form would save a substantial amount of stenographic time and 
be of considerable assistance to agents in rough drafting 
administrctive pages of reports where a considerable amount 
of documentation is required,: Cleveland recommenced that 
''where knoumj otherwise date of report" be added to the heading 
"DaJ^e received" since in pact years the exact date received 
was not always recorded and therefore the date of the report 
was used to assist in identifying the particular report.

Tou will recall that on September 3, 1952^ this moratorium 
was declared on the sumriiary revort project to be reinstituted in 
all offices on January 1, 1952. Qn January G, 1953 , the Executivec^ 
Conference recommended that the moratorium continue in effect 
but that offices prepare summary reports as they are able and 
that the matter be reconsidered on July 1, 1953. 

As of January i, 1953. the project was 24.9% completed 
\and as of April 1, 1953, 'it was' 34% completed. Only 15 of the 
smaller offices have completed submission of all summaries 
scheduled. Offices other than New York had completed, as of 
lApril ly 1953] 40% of their 12,394 scheduled summaries. New York 
\has completed only 6% of 2,934 of its scheduled summary reports. 
At the present rate of progress of only 9% increased completion 
of the project for each quarter it will take from two to three 
years for completion. The 11 larger offices other than New York 
reduced the number of pending active matters in the Espionage,

subject: ^BELINC.UEIJCY in security INVESTIGATIONS 

SYNOPSIS : 

Each month we follow the field closely on the status 
of security work by analysing the backlog of pending cases 
and delinquency in Espionage, Internal Security, Security 
Matter and foreign intelligence cases in classifications 65, 
100 and 105. Status of these cases as of July 31, 1953, is 
set forth herein* 

Number of pending active matters in the entire field 
reduced from 20,970 to 20,160. The delinquent matters in the 
entire field decreased from 9,558 to 9,411, increasing the 
delinquency from 45.6% to 46.6% Letters sent to 15 offices 
instructing them to reduce their backlog and delinquency. 

New York reduced its pending active matters in the 
three classifications from 6,395 to 6,126 and the number 
delinquent from 4,449 to 4,295, remaining at approximately 
70%. New York accounts for approximately 33% of the pending 
active matters and 46% of the delinquency in tiese classifi- 
cations in the entire field. New York reduced the number of 
pending active matters in the 100 classification from 5,530 
to 5,309. The number delinquent oas reduced from 4,096 to 
3,956^ increasing from approximately 74% to 75,o. 

ACTION t 

We will continue to closely follow the field in this 
matter. You will be advised of the results of the review of 
the August administrative repcrts.

DETAILS : 

As you knowy since December 1951 we have been closely 
following, on a monthly basis, the twelve field offices having 
a large proportion of our pending security -^work and since 
March 1952 all offices^: We have written letters to the twelve 
offices and to other offices where progress in reducir.g the 
backlog of work and delinquency has not been satisfactory^ 

The July administrative reports from all 'offices 
reflect that the total pending active matters in the 65y 100 
and 105 classifications decreased during the month from 
20,970 to 20,180. The number of delinquent matters decreased 
from 9,558 to 9,411, an increase from 45*6fo t'* 46*6%. Thirty 
offices reduced their total number of pending active matters 
and twenty-five offices reduced their delinqvency in these 
classifications. Letters were sent to 15 offices directing 
them bo further reduce their backlog and delinquency in these 
matter $• 

The New York Office has approximately 33% of the 
pending active matters in the 65, 100 and 105 classifications 
in the entire fields That office has approximately 46% of 
the number of delinquent matters in these classifications in 
the entire fields The average delinquency of all other offices 
combined increased during the month from -approximately 35% to 
approximately 36%. New York's delinquency remained at 70%. 

The bulk of New York's backlog and delinquency is 
in the 100 classification. During June the^number of pending 
active matters in the 100 classification in the New York Office 
was reduced from 5,530 to 5,309. The number of such matters 
which were delinquent was reduced from 4,096 to 3,956. The 
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delinquency increased slightly from^^?4fo to ?5'/o.____ _. _.. . 

Under date of July 21, 1953, New York advised that 
additional Agents were being assigned to Section 12, which 
handles this phase of their investigative work, and in the 
immediate future they expect to have approximately 200 Agents 
assigned to this Section* They advised that this Section 
has been reorganised and divided into seven separate squads, 
each having a full-time Supervisor who will be in a position 
to more closely supervise the Agents' output on a daily basis 
and give appropriate time arid attention to the indivi'^ual 
Agent's problems* They have also initiated , a training program 
for the purpose of instructing Agents in the handling of 
Security Matter cases to expedite these mtters* 

The following statistics reflect the status of 
pending work including both pending active and pending inactive 
matters and delinquency for all field divisions as of 
December 31, 195ll and the progress for the last four months:

>ycommunist Index cards are prepared on each individual 
conceriiing whom there is information of a subversive nature whether 
or not included in the Security Index* It serves as an administrative 
aid and working index reflecting a central repository on all such 
names* The cards are kept indefinitely in the office where prepared 
and no effort is made to keep them in a current status* If the 
office of origin is changed the new office prepares a card for its 
Communist Index* Each card contains the following information 
when available^ name and aliases, office file number, membership 
and position or associations in a subversive group or groups 
together with the source and date of the information, place of 
residence, place of employment, citizenship, a general statement 
to be included, if necessary, by the reviewing Agent which will 
assist for evaluation purposes to deterviine whether the individual 
in question is potentially or actually dangerous. 

It appears that there would be very little benefit in 
forwarding the data on a communist Index card to the new office of 
origin* Certain of the items of infovvJation are only available in 
the new office and the other items are readily available when the 
case is reviewed in- the new office of origin to determine whether 
additional action is necessary*

It is the recommendation of the Internal Security Section

SUGGESTION: Since Security Index cards are made at the Eurean. by machine, 
it is suggested that they be forv;arded. in- triplicate to the Field 
Office v;hen so requested by the Field Office on FD 122 recomTiendin:;^ 
subject for inclusion on the Security Index or v/hen submitting change 
for the S.I. card. A card would be requested in triplicate v;hen the^ 
subject resides in territory covered by a Resident Agency, and v/here 
presently, a third card must be typed up in the Field for the Resident 
Agency, The notation "Triplicate copies requested " could be typed 
in the upper right hand corner of the FD 122.

AS vou know, since December 1951 we have been closely 
following, on a monthly basis, the twelve field offices having 
a larpe proportion of our pending security work and since 
Varch 195^ all offices. We have written letters to tne twelve 
Offices and to other offices where progress in reducing the 
backlog of work and delinquency has not been satisfactory. 

The September administrative reports from all °ffV^^^ 
'•' reflect that the total pending active matters in tne 65, 100 

and 105 classifications decreased during the month from 19,493 
to 19 2S4. The number of delinquent matters decreased from 
■ 8 495 to?, 571, a decrease from 43.6% to 39.4%. Twe.,ty-one 
of ficeV reduced their total number of pending active matters 
. •. <id twenty-nine Offices reduced their delinquencv in tne se 
•i classifications. Letters have been sent to 23 offices directing 
i ■ tiem to reduce their backlog and delinquency in these matters.

(J) SECURITY INDEX - CHANGES 0? DAT^ ON SECURITY INDEX CARDS-- 
Yoar attention is'directed to pa^es 31a and 31b, Section 87c of the 
Manual of Int:tructions . The Manual of Instructions specifically 
states that the data recorded on Security Index cards shall be in an 
up-to-date status at all times. It further states that once a Secu- 
rity Index card has been prepared, any information developed which 
iffects the data appearing on the Security Index card iTiust be prompt- 
ly submitted to the Bureau by Form FD-122. In addition, instructions 
specifically point out that v/hen a Security Index subject whose card 
is maintained in the Special Section no longer ccmes within one of 
the categories of the Special Section, Form FD-122 must be submitted 
with the v;ords "Remove from Special Section" -typed in the space pro- 
vided on tne form after the words "Miscellaneous" (Specify)." 

It has come to the Bureau's attention that information re- 
lating to changes of em.plo^^Tient has come to the attention of field 
offices and Form FD--122 has not been submitted promptly in order that 
the Security Index cards can be changed and amended cards forwarded 
to the field. 

■ Although field offices have been in possession of informa- 
:-tlon Indlcabing a change of employment. Form FD-122 has not been sub- 
mitted until the subject's new place of employment has been determined. 

I want to reiterate the existing instructions that all 
Security Index cards shall be in an up-to-date status and that any 
information developed which affects the data appearing on the Secu- 
rity jindex cards must be promptly submitted to the Bureau by Form 
PD-122. 

Therefore, you must be certain vjhen you know a subject is 
not employed at the place indicated on the existing Security Index 
card that Form FD-122 is immediately submitted to the Bureau in order 
that the Security Index card can be amended. If the nevr place of em- 
ployment is also known at that time it should be included on the 
Form, If the new emplojoTient is not knov/n the subject's employment 
should be shown as unknown on the Form and investigation should be 
immediately conducted to determine the

' . , a stenographer in the Albany Office, recommends that when 
the words '^Triplicate Cooies Requested" are typed in the upper right- 
hand corner of Forn FI)'122 which includes data to be placed on 
Security Index cards when they are prepared at the Bureau that 3 copies 
of cards be furnished to the field, one of which would then be available 
where the subject resides in a territory covered by a Resident Agency. 
She states that in this inanner there will fc^ a saving in typing tiir:e 
in the field office, particularly at Albany where 209 of 272 Security 
Index subjects reside in territory covered by Resident Agencies* 

By No Number SAC Letter dated 4-4-51 all offices were 
instructed to prepare a 5x8 card for each Security Index subject 
residing in a Resident Agency territory* The card to contain the na-me 
of the subject, priority^ designation tabbings for Detcom and Comsab 
0*^ "DC" "-nd "OS", description, residencjn address, bucincsc address 
and a^ photograph, if available, to be stapled to the card. Under pre sen- 
procedures, two Security index cards are prepared in the Statistical 
Section whenever a new card is added or changes are made to existing 
cards and offices prepare a 5x8 card as indicated above if the subject 
resides in a territory covered by a Resident Agency. 

It is not believed that the Suggestion should be adopted* 
The number of Security Index subjects residing in a Resident Agency 
territory is very limited compared to the total Index of approximcuely 
22,925 cards* The volume of new cards and changes to existing cards^ 
handled during a week varies from approximately 450 to 500 items and 
- the supervision necessary at the Bureau to afford special attention to 
the limited number of cards in which 3 copies are requested far out- 
weighs the typing time required in the field to type the name of the 
. subject, the priority tabbing initials and the business and residence 
address on a 5x3 card which is to be placed in Resident Agencies* Of 
course, the description must of necessity be typed on any card used 
in the field* It is believed that the number of cards prepared at the 
Burea,u should be uniform if we are to handle the volume with a minimum 
of clerical and supervisory time^r 

ACTION : 

If you approve, this memorandum 3houId'^iVi3 routed to the 
Training and Inspection Division for tiieir inforrrntion that the

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During the past weeky 115 new cards were added 
to the Security Index and 7 cards were cancelled^ a 
net increase of 106 cards.
